A. Instruction to Rebuilding 

B. Insight into Rebuilding 
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1) ....people of God intermarried and were commanded in verse 11 to 
separate from these iieathen wives. They were backsliden away from 
God. Vs 31 sons of Harim. Back to Nehemiah 3:11, This son of Harim was 
restored. But back into fellowship and involved with the work. He is the 
God of the 1" , 2"^ 3"^ chance. All were different but yet all applied 
themselves to the work. Note Verse 5, some didn't. Some nobles didn't 
apply to the work. They did nothing. I am reminded of 1 Corinthians 
3:13 Every man's work shall be made manifest: for the day shall declare 
it, because it shall be revealed by fire; and the fire shall try every man's 
work of what sort it is. 
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1) Alan Redpath - 'If you examine the record of those who repaired 
over against their house, you'll be impressed by the significance 
of their names. Each of their names has a meaning' 

2) verse 29 'Zadok the son of Immer', and it's his father 
'Immer', which means 'talkative'. Is talkativeness a 
problem? Especially among God's people. This is 
maybe not so much a wall that we want to build, 
talkative, this is a wall that we want to knock down 
and build up integrity in our conversation as well as 
our actions. Is there any greater weapon that is 
dangerous in the hand of a Christian or in his mouth, 
than the tongue - it is a fire that ignites the depths of 
hell! How do you use your tongue in the home? Do 
you go away today from this place and lash out at 
everybody that you don't like or you don't agree with 
that has rubbed you up the wrong way? verse 30: 
'Meshullam the son of Berechiah over against his 
chamber'. Because this man Meshullam lived, we 
read, in a one bedroomed apartment - his chamber - 
not just his house here, but his chamber. He could 
have been a man that was very humble, what I mean 
is: an ordinary, working class, fella who felt 
insignificant in the whole of the universe. He wasn't a 
big hitter, as we would say, and maybe he had a very 
very small part to play in the work of the Lord - he 
only had a chamber, not even a house, an apartment 
we would call it today. Maybe he thought his work 
was nothing worth talking about or bothering with, it 
didn't really count - but we read here of 'Meshullam 
the son of Berechiah', and 'Berechiah' means 
'devoted'. He was a little man that lived in a little 
house, but he devoted all that he had and all that he 
was to the work of God, and that's all God required of 
him. Are you devoted to the work of the Lord?
